The Man Who Captured the Confederate 
Chief Went to Him for Aid. 

Detroit, Mich., December 8.-—About noon 
yesterday a group of veterans were gathered at 
the pension office to receive their. quarterly 
stipend. The death of Jefferson Davis was 
the chief topic of conversation, and interested 
participants in the talk were three members of 
the Fourth Michigan cavalry, the regiment 
which had effected the capture of Mr. Davis 
at Irwinsville, Ga. Two young women clerks 
were checking off pensions in the office, and 
the repetition of names had: grown monoto- 
nous. Suddenly a veteran who had been dis- 
cussing the death of Mr. Davis stopped, and 
called to one of the young women: 

“Will you repeat that last nanre?”’ 

‘“Certainly.”” was the response; ‘Andrew 
Bee, Martin, Allegan county.”’ 

“That’s a mighty curious coincidence,” said 
the soldier; ‘‘Andrew Bee, that Allegan man, 
was the soldier who first put his handson Jeff 
Davis and demandod his surrender, away back 
in 1865. Bee is a poor mechanic. Eight months 
ago he went south in search of an opportunity 
to better his condition. He found himself one 
day in the vicinity of Beauvoir, Miss., and 
boldly called upon Mr. Davis. The ex-chief- 
tain received him kindly. They talked for 
several hours over the war, and especially that 
part of the drama in which both had been ac- 
tors. Bee revealed to Mr. Davis the fact that 
he was out of money but wanted to get back 
to Michigan. Mr. Davis banded -his former 
captor a well-filled purse and bade him good- 
by, réfusing to hear his thanks, but saying: 

“If you ever meet any of our boysin want, 
relieve them, if it be possible.”’

Sr. Lours, December 8.—The farmers’ con - 
vention yesterday dlosed up their business, 
and adjourned to meet on the second Tuesday 
in December, 1890, at Jacksonville, Florida.

It is pro- 
vided that negroes may ve taken into the union 
at the option of the state organizations, but 
they cannot be made delogates to the national 
convention. The name of the organization 
has been changedto the National Farmers’ 
Alliance and Industrial union. Headquarters 
will be established at Washington, D. C.. 
where the president. secretary and chairman 
of the executive committee will transact busi- 
ness. The judiciary committee, which is 
practically a trial court, was appointed as fol- 
lows: R.C, Petty, of Mississippi, chairman; 
Isaac McCracken, of Arkansas, and Evan 
Jones, of Texas. 

The executive committee is composed of G. 
W. McCune, of Washington, D. C.; A. War- 
dell, of South Dakota; and J. F. Tillurann, of 
Tennessee. Business agents who are purchas- 
ing agents and look aiter co-operative stores 
and other affairs of order have organized, and 
style themselves the States Business Agents’ 
association. J.B. Dines, of St. Louis, was 
elected president; W. W. Hollond, of Ken- 
tucky, vice-president, and Oswald Wilson, of 
New York, secretary.

COLONEL. CLARKE DEAD. 


A Veteran Confederate Passes Away in 
Augusta. 

Avausta, Ga., December 8.—[Special.]—No 
crime or casualty has occurred to mar the 
peacefu il beauty of this perfect Sunday in 
Augusta. With alméstthe warmth of spring 
the hush of the Sabbath and the sable decora- 
tions which line the business streets, this 
December day has been a notable one. It was 
fitting that amid such surroundings should 
occur the faneral of a brave confederate officer, 
Colonel James O. Clarke. He was the old 
commander of the Oglethorpe company B, and 
the company was changed to the Clarke Light 
infantry, in honor of their gal- 
lant captain. Feeble health of late 
years necessitated his retirement from active 
military duty, and the last work of the noted 
drill-master has been in the military instruc- 
tion of the Richmond Academy Cadets. He 
was buried this afternoon from the Church of 
the Atonement with military honors, the Au- 
gusta battalion turning out for the first time 
since its recent reorganization. Colonel Levy 
rode at the head of the battalion, and the 
Oglethorpes, Clinch Rifles, Clarke Light In 
fantry, Scheutzen club, Academy Cadets and 
confederate survivors formed the military’ es- 
cort to the grave.

The Discovery of a Large Amount of Long 
Lost Money. 
From the Cherokee Advauce., 
During the late war this section of Georgia 
was infested with an organized band of scouts 


or geurrillas who remained at home and did al] 


sorts of meanness in committing depredations, 
robbing the homes of men who had gone to 
the war, and by harassing and ill treating old 
people, women and children, and in some in- 
stances beating and killing defenseless people 
against whom they had fancied grievances or 
with whom they had failed to accomplish their 
purposes,. These bands were composed of 
worthless men, and were a terror to the 
country. 

An instance of the manner in which they 
treated the old and defenseless people who 
were unable togo to the front and had to re- 
main at home has Perk been brought to 
mind by the finding of $3,177.50 in gold on the 
old homestead of Mr. Hugh Bryant, deceased, 
in Pickens county. | 

It was known. that Mr. Bryant had consid- 
erable money, but he was a very cautious man 
and in 1863 buried the money on the place. 
One nightin 1864aband of disguised men 
rode up to Mr. Bryant's house, placed the en- 
tire family under arrest. and took Mr. Bryant 
out a short distance from the house and tried 
to induce him to tell where the money was. 
He refused to tell-where he had buried it, even 
though the band threatened to hang him, and 
held up before him the rope, saying that he 
was then near eighty years ofage and only had 
a short time to live any way. 6 maintained 
his determination and the band placed the 
him to a limb 
and then rode away and left him for dead. 
Assistance, however, soon reached the old 
ecb peeres and he was found still alive, and 

ived until 1868 when he died in peace. 

When Mr. Bryant buried the money one of 
his sons was with him, but it seems he forgot 
the exact spot and could never again locate it. 
Just before his death the old gentleman called 
his son, H. D. Bryant, now of this place, to 
his bedside and tola him as best he could 
where could find the buried gold, near by a 
bush marked with a “B.’’ Shortly aftewards 
a search Was made, but no trace could be found, 
and again and often were searches made, but 
each time they met with no better success than 
before. 

Mr. H. D, Bryant was made the principal 
executor of his father’s estate in 1868, and, of 
course, was charged with the safe keeping and 
handling of the affairs of the estate. 

As time passed and the money was still not 
reported as found by the administrator, the 
neighbors began to grow suspicious and charged 
Mr. H. D. Bryant with having obtained the 
money and never accounting for it. Being 
innocent of any such charge this of course 
caused Mr. Bryant no little trouble and anx- 
lety, so he set about more actively than ever to 
find the money if possible, believing it to still 
be in fts secure hi ge fee He made several 
attempts to find it, but failed until last Satur- 
dey, when he went up to the place and, select- 
ing a spot about 300 yards from the 
house, on a bluff above a littie stream of wa- 
ter, where it was generally sup the money 
was buried, he begun diligently digging down 
the bank. Soon his labors were crowned with 
success, as the gold piéces were upturned and 
glistened in the sunlight, until he had up- 
earthed $3,177.50,

The final place of rest of the remains of 
the late president of the confederacy will 
mot be determined on probably for some 
time yet, and several cities are asking for 
the privilege of keeping in last repose the 
@ust of the hero of the south. 

Right here in Atlanta, torn and wrecked 
by the war, and marvellously regenerated 
until it stands as the most magnificent mon- 
ument to the memories of that war, should 
rest the remains of the man who stood for 
the cause for which Atlanta fell, No city 
suffered as did this. Neither New Orleans, 
Montgomery nor Richmond paid the penalty 
of devotion to principle to the extent that 
fiid Atlanta, and having thus bared her 
bosom tothe torch and received the stagger- 
ing blows, aimed atthe south, through her, 
it is now fit and proper that in peace she 
ghould take to that bosom the remains of 
him whose name embodies all the memories 
af that trying period. 

Let Atlanta have his body—let Georgia, 
the state of Stephens and Toombs, keep it! 


Cotton Gonsumption, 

The Financial Chronicle brings its review 
of cotton consumption and the overland 
movement down to November 30, covering 
the first three months of the cotton year. 
The marketing of the staple has been quite 
liberal during November, both overland and 
through the outports. In the former the 
gross total is only slightly greater than in 
1888, while port receipts exhibit a substan- 
tial gain. 

The foreign exports have been decidedly 
heavy, the total exceeding the phenome- 
mally heavy total in October. <As a result 
of the large exports, stocks at the ports and 
at the interior towns have accumulated less 
rapidly than in former years. Northern 
spinners have thus far taken considerably 
less cotton than in either of the two preced- 
ing years—in fact, less than in any year 
since 1884. The unfavorable weather in 
November has interfered to some extent 
with picking. There is also a disposition 
on the part of the farmers’ alliance to hold 
back cotton. 

The gross shipments overland in Novem- 
ber have been 288,429 bales, which com- 

ares with 288,238 bales in 1888 and 304,- 
266 bales for the like period of 1887. For 
the three months the decline from last year 
is 50,909 bales, and the decrease contrasted 
with two years ago is 101,866 bales. The 
movement via Hannibal and Cincinnati 
continues in excess of either 1888 or 1887, 
but the otber routes record losses, heaviest, 
however, via Louisville and Evansville. 

The net for the month makes a better 
comparison with last year than does the 
gross, reaching 213,508 bales, against 202,- 
417 bales, thus recording an increase of 
11,091 bales. From 1887 there is a falling 
off of 33,962 bales, the net for the month in 
that year being 247,470 bales. The aggre- 
gate for the season to date is less than in 
elther of the two preceding years, the de- 
crease from a year ago reaching 36,024 
beles. 

The freer marketing of cotton compared 
with a year ago through the seaboard ports 
during November has been shared in by all 
the ports except Wilmington, Norfolk and 
West Point. A partial explanation of 
these exceptions is doubtless furnished by 
the fact thatin the contiguous territory— 
Virginia, North Carolina and Tennessee— 
the yield is probably less than inthe previ- 
ous year. On the other hand, Galveston, 
New Orleans and Savannah record liberal 
gains. 

The total receipts for the- month have 
been 1,257,520 bales, against 1,159,063 bales 
in 1888 and 1,178,486 bales in 1887, Con- 
trasted with last Aear the excess in the ag- 
gregate for the three months is 520,492 
bales, and the gain over 1887 is 97,972 
bales. 

As stated before, the exports to foreign 
ports forthe month have been exception- 
mily heavy, reaching 982,306 bales, and 
largely exceeding the totals for the preced- 
ing month and for Novemberin 1888 and 
1687. For the season to the first of De- 
cember there is a gain over 1888 of 536,355 
‘bales. < 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
‘_ Beptember 1, 1889, is thus seen to be 486,- 
468 bales more than in 1888 and 6,595 bales 
Jess than in 1887. Of this amount north- 
ern spinners had, up to Decembez 1, taken 
$22;791 bales, a decrease from the corre- 
sponding period of 1888 of 143,873 bales, 
and a decline from the same time in 1887 
of 214,446 bales, 

_, The movement up to December 1 of the 

present year is 438,741 bales more than in 

2888, and 181,595 bales less than in 1887. 

‘There is an inerease in the average weight, 

as compared with the same periods of the 
last two years,the average this.year being 

499.57 pounds per bale, against 498.56 
pounds per bale for the same time in 1888, 

and 485.99 in 1887. " 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
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| decline under sales to realize, due in some 


degree to fuller receipts at Memphis and 
Cincinnati. 

It began to be hinted that there may be 
something of a “‘squeeze”’ on contracts for 
this month (December), On Thursday the 
sluggish action of spot cotton at Liverpool 
and the large receipts at Bombay were ele- 
ments of weakness, but there were few sell-— 
ers, and the decline was slight. Friday a 
dull, weak opening was followed bya slight 
improvement, on a better closing at Liver- 
pool, but any material improvement was 
checked by the interior receipts exceeding 
estimates. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices indi- 
cate.that dry weather has prevailed almost 
everywhere, favoring cotton picking. The 
temperatnre has in general been lower, and 
killing frosts are reported at some yoints.

Finding that the reporters 
had a hard struggle with the Indian and 
Spanish words in some of the bills before 
the senate, Mr. Davis: took pains to write 
them out for the young men. Mr. Dyer no- 
ticed then that the southern senator’s ‘‘gen- 
ial courtesy and kindness went straight to 
the heart and stayed there. It seemed to 
give him pleasnre to do an act of kindness 
for anybody.’’ 

So deeply impressed was the young aboli- 
tionist, that after forty years he writes the 
following words: 

“I often thought of Mr. Davis’ kind personal 
traits in after years, and especially during the war 
when any of us northefn men would have been 
glad to have had him slain as an enemy of the 
country, which sentiment he doubtless fully ana 
naturally reciprocated, But now that all that is 
past, and the asperities of war have given piace to 
the amenities of peace, I find only friendly feelings 
in my heart towards Jefferson Davis, and would

An Incident Which Shows Mr. Davis’s High 
Senseof Justice. 
From the Nashville American. 

Many incidents can be recalled in the life of 
Mr. Davis which show that the strict adherence to 
the right and the close observance of duty which 
characterized the more prominent cvents of his 
career were not absent in the smaller matters with 
which he was concerned, Of these, probably few 
better illustrate the di ition of the man than 
that which was related to an American reporter 
last night by Dr. J. A. Ridley, a veteran in the 
the comfederacy, and now a 
well-known eitizen of Nashville. The 
doctor was well acquainted with the life which Mr. 
Davis led on his large Mississippi plantation, he 
himself having lived not far away. Every feature 
of Mr. Davis's management of farm affairs was 
marked by system and order. His slaves were de- 
yoted to him, and their trust was not misplaced, 
for a8 a master he was considerate of their interests. 
He had a fixed rule in regara to their correction 
and punishment. He never allowed an overseer or 
manager to whip.one of them oniessthe slave had 
Leen adjudged guilty by a jury of his peers, that is 
by fellow negroes of the plantation. These had 
first to pass upon the facts and pronounce a verdict 
of guilty before the punishment thought proper was 
meted out to the offending black.

NEGROES IN BMIGRANT CARS, 


Somebody lee Wants the Remi 
catur—The Georgia Pacific Gives Special 
Rates for the Funeral in New Orleans. -- 


A train of fourteen cars—eleven coaches onli x 
cars—passed through Atlanta leat: ies

night loaded with emigrants. 

They aro negroes from North Carolina, It was an 
impressive scene—old gray-headed negroes, men 
and women, others in the prime of life, and the pic- 
cantonies, all rags and poverty, solemn-facea and 
travel- worn—going out west, 

There were 599 tickets sold, in all 754 souls. 

They came in on the Richmond and Danville and 
left over the Georgia Pacific. This is the tenth em- 
igrant train, all loaded in North Carolina, that has 
gone out over the Georgia Pacific within the past 
thirty days, 

This party breaks up at Greenville, Miss. Some 
stop there, and some goon on as far as Arkansas.

The Georgia Pacific railway will sell round 
trip tickets to New Orleans on December 9th and 
10th, to give all Georgians an opportunity to attend 
the funeral of President Jefferson Davis. 

Thirteen freight cars were wrecked Saturday 
night on the Georgia road between Greenesboro and 
Madison. No lives were lost, 

General Evans is quoted as saying that the 
building of the A. and C., as cooiempiated by its 
survey, is an assured fact. Colonel Tramwell Starr, 
of Murray, is authority for the statement. : . 

Cars will be running over the Alabama 
Midland to Troy by Christmas, they say. The road 
bed from Ada as far as Suell’s old mill has been 
surfaced up and made ready fortheiron. There is 
a large amount ofruilsat Montgomery, and track 
laying has been commenced at Ada and is pro- 
gressing this way. Oneof the Company's largest 
locomotives has been sent up to that end 
of the road to be used on the work of construc- 
tion. A large force of hands is at*work on the 
bridge at Conecuh and alsoon the trestle over the 
Blind Jack road, three miles west of town. The 
work hagall been surfaced up between Troy and 
the river, and everything, includinz the bridges, 
will be ready for the track by the time it reaches 
that portion.

Moreover, a direct route would go through 
a very rich section of South Carolina and Georgia. 
More than that, it would make Atlanta the key to 
the southeast seaboard.
